In answering such questions to the satisfaction of 
the inquirers it must be understood exactly what the pur- 
pose of a publication — specifically a newspaper — is. 
In short it is to communicate to the readers in its com- 
munity information vital to their well-being and aware- 
ness. In El Don’s case it is to supply information crucial 
for students to perform as involved, well-informed mem- 
bers of a small community called Santa Ana College. 


Each publication emphasizes different news. The 
Santa Ana Register relates international and national 
news, but concentrates a great part of its space on local 
and county news. On the other hand, the Los Angeles 
Times is concerned primarily with international and na- 
tional happenings. The El Don like the above mentioned 
papers, is also interested in the occurances within its 
scope. The Vietnam War, civil rights or student demon- 
strations, birth control, and abortion simply do not affect 
Santa Ana College directly. This most certainly is not to 
say that such subjects lack importance — they are ex- 
tremely serious problems in our society — but El Don 
cannot, merely from a practical standpoint, relate every 
bit of news that occurs across the United States. 


The El Don staff is just as concerned with the cur- 
rent concerns of the world as any other group of college 
students, but it must limit itself to only one aim — to 


serve student and college.

Johnson Gives Congress 
Student Aid Programs 


President Johnson has asked 
Congress for modest increases in 
federal student aid programs 
during Fiscal 1969, but the in- 
creases will be offset by severe 
reductions in higher education 
construction funds. 


In his budget message to Con- 
gress this week, the President 
requested an increase of $112 
million for existing student fi- 
nancial air programs. But the 
budget shows a decrease of $82 
million in the amount of federal 
funds for construction grants to 
colleges. 

The Administration’s budget 
also asks $23 million for propos- 
ed new legislation in the area of 
federal assistance to students. 
This refers to President John- 
son’s promise in his State of the 


Union Message that he will rec- 
ommend passage of an -Educa- 
tional Opportunity Act “‘to step 
up our drive to break down fi- 
nancial barriers separating our 
young people from college.” 

Details of this $23 million stu- 
dent aid legislation will be in- 
cluded in the President’s educa- 
tion message, which will be sent 
to Congress within the next few 
weeks. 

Also included in the Adminis- 
tration’s budget request is an in- 
crease of about $86 million for 
education research in the Office 
of Education, and an increase of 
nearly $70 million for teacher 
training. 

The budget outlook for educa- 
tion in Fiscal 1969 remains 
gloomy for the reason that high-

er education presently is suffer- 
ing not only from the lack of 
sufficient appropriation in Fiscal 
1968, but also from the across- 
the-board cutbacks in federal 
spending ordered by Congress 
late last year. Higher education 
construction funds, for example, 
were cut by about $150 million 
this year, about one-third of the 
entire year’s budget appropria- 
tion. 

Wilbur Cogen, Undersecretary 
for the Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare, describ- 
ed the Administration’s budget 
request as “large but constrain- 
ed.’”’ He conceded that the unmet 
needs in education “are very 
great,’ and he added, ‘There 
will be unmet needs for years to 
come. But this budget will en- 
able us to continue the forward 
thrust in the major programs.” 


The increases in federal aid to - 


students are spread over a num- 
ber of different programs, re- 
sulting in only modest increases 
for each program. 

The President asked Congress 
to appropriate $149.6 million for 
educational opportunity grants 
to about 284,000 needy under- 
graduate students, as well as $8.5 
million for contracts to identify 
and encourage needy youths to 
go to college. 


He also requested $193.4 mil- 
lion for national defense loans 
to about 408,000 graduate and 
undergraduate students; $109.7 
million for advances for reserve 
funds and interest payments for 
750,000 college students under 
the insured loan program; $145.5 
million for work-study grants for 
about 228,000 students; and $15 
million under proposed legisla- 
tion for project grants to in- 
stitutions for recruitment, coun- 
seling, tutoring, and other serv- 
ices for disadvantaged students 
in college. 


Other major increases for 
higher education include $5 mil- 
lion for strengthening develop- 
ing institutions and $8 million for 
inter-institutional sharing of re- 
sources. 


President Johnson’s’ budget 
also provides that educational 
improvement grants be awarded 
to medical, dental, and other pro- 
fessional schools to be used for a 
variety of activities, including re- 
cruitment of additional faculty, 
broadening the range of courses, 
and improving laboratory resour- 
ces. About $66 million will be 
available for this purpose in 
1969, an increase of more than 
$16 million over the 1968 pro- 
gram level. 


In addition, the Administra- 
tion’s budget proposes increases 
in loans, scholarships and grants 
for medical, dental, and other 
professional school students, par- 
ticularly for those from low-in- 
come families.

Careful Spending 
Guides Expansion 


With the right people holding 
the purse strings, the best does 
not necessarily have to cost the 
most. 


Such is the case with the Board 
of Trustees of the Santa Ana 


Junior College District and our 
campus. 


According to Dr. Max Raf- 
ferty, state superintendent of 
public instruction, the Santa Ana 
Junior College District tax rate 
ranks lowest in Orange County 
and 10th lowest of the state’s 60 
junior college districts. Mean- 
while, SAC continues to grow, 
build and expand. 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


By the end of four years SAC 
will gain a $500,000 humanities 
building and expand the present 
library facilities under a $5.2 
million building program already 
under way. 


The trustees approved a 10- 
year construction plan of new 
and expanded facilities last 
month. 


Because of the conservative at- 
titude of the trustees toward 
spending and the aid received 
from the SAC administration, the 
building progress is expected to 
go ahead without new taxes, 
bonds or overrides to burden lo- 
cal taxpayers. 


MORE PLANNED 


Already in current planning 
are two new buildings for music 
and technological and industrial 
classes in machine shop training, 
hydraulics and air conditioning. 


Expansion of the men’s and 
women’s physical education facil- 
ities and additions and remodel- 
ing of student personnel, admis- 
sions and administration offices 
have already been approved by 
the State Department of Educa- 
tion for fiscal year 1968-69. 


These steps of progress toward 
a better SAC campus and toward

coupled with the demonstrated 
tax restraints, speak well for our 
college’s administration and 
board of trustees.

Peace Corps Crisis: 
Volunteers Lacking 


Peace Corps, once the Mecca 
of many student idealists, is on 
the threshhold of what could be 
the most crucial period in its 
seven-year history. } 

Peace Corps officials, includ- 
ing Agency Director Jack 
Vaughn, are not ready to admit 
the Corps has problems. 

Despite this however, recruit- 
ing figures alone indicate that 
last November, the Peace Corps 
received only 3,768 applications 
from seniors, nearly a 50% re- 
duction from November, 1966. 

Overall, the Peace Corps re- 
ceived 9,661 applications last 
November, compared with Nov- 
ember 1966’s total of 12,411. Re- 
cruiting also was down in Decem- 
ber by nearly 200. 

Peace Corps officials claim 
these figures should not be in- 
terpreted as meaning the Corps 
is losing its appeal to students. 
Most recruiting figures are based 
on the academic year since most 
volunteers come directly from the 
campus.
